Warts

According to in- 
disputalfle report, it was not at 
all a happy party at the White 
Hpuse when the new economy pro­ 
gram was unveiled for Sen. Taft, 
Speaker M artin and the others. 
For his part, the President must 
have 
b een 
conscious 
of 
having 
taken enormous and really terrify­ 
ing risks, in order to slash defense 
and foreign aid spending so deeply. 
But*in the eyes of the congressional 
b igwigs' the slash was not nearly 
deep enough. 
It would not a.ssure an im m edi­ 
ately b alanced b udget. 
It would 
not give room for the kind of tax 
reductions Congress wants, e.spcci- 
ally for next year. It was still just 
a cut in a T rum an program , and 
not a b rand new Eisenhower pro­ 
gram promising this country much 
m ore security at much less cost. 
Such was the litany of the leaders’ 
complaints, m ade som ewhat sharp­ 
er b y the vagueness that m arked 
the presentation of the P resident’s 
plan.

Peron Without Evita 


When Eva Peron died less than IO m onths ago, 
it was predicted in som e quarters that her passing 
could prove a political as well as a personal tragedy 
for her husband, president and dictator of Argentina. 
Recent developments in Buenos Anes and elsewhere 
in the nation today show Juan D. Peron considerably 
less secure than when he lost his consort. 


Peron has lost som e of Evita’s strong hold on the 
“decam isados”—or shirtless ones—despite his pledge 
to spend three half-days each week at her old Labor 
Ministry office to continue her social work. By July 
1952 the cast of living in Argentina had soared 185 
per cent ovpr a four-year period, according to a UN 
International Labor Office report. Less than a m onth 
ago—after the General Confederation of Labor “held 
a knife to my guts’’—Peron posted ceiling prices on 
food and other essential commodities. 


Last fall Peron purged another great source of 
his strength, the army. And on April 9. Peron s former 
right-hand man. former Governor Mercante of Buenos 
Aires province, was suspended by the Peronista party. 
The news cam e on the sam e day that the suicide of 
Eva Peron* brother was reported. T he brother, often 
charged 
with 
having 
been 
a leading blackmarket 
operator, had resigned three days earlier as Peron’* 
private secretary, on the eve of an investigation Into 
corruption in high government circles. 


Peron 
could 
now* 
give 
up 
the 
pretenses 
to 
constitutionality of his government and admit he is 
dictator. 
On April 15 hp declared. “If in order to 
finish with the evil* within and without, to finish 
with dishonesty, it becomes necessary for me to go 
down in history as a tyrant. I shall do so with much 
pleasure. Until now I have employed persuasion; In 
future I shall employ repression.” 
The bomb e x ­ 
plosions on April 85. allegedly Instigated by Peron 
himself, are cited as further evidence of his weakness. 


Peron s “persuasion” ha* taken the form of w ide­ 
spread arrests. Many of the victims have been m er­ 
chant* accused of price-gouging; others have been 
“rum or-mongers.” A rgentina’s broadly drawn security 
law provides punishm ent for circulating rumors caus­ 
ing public alarm —Including the gathering or trans­ 
m itting of statistic*, even those not held secret by 
the governm ent. 


To alleviate the meat shortage in Buenas Aires, 
Peron threatened to send troops to “raid the cattle 
ranges.” The Radical party candidate who ran against 
Peron for president in the November 1951 election was 
arrested on May I. On the sam e day additional bomb* 
exploded, w ithout reported Injury. 


The “evils w ithout” feared by Peron appear to 
include Uncle Sam again. The governm ent-controlled 
Argentine 
press 
had 
hailed 
the 
inauguration 
of 
President Eisenhower in January. But in TiLs May Day 
speech Peron fiequently denounced the United States, 
though falling to m ention this country by nam e. He 
castigated the < hristlan Science Monitor by nam e, 
and he asked the Argentine Congress for a swift and 
complete investigation of the three great U. S new* 
.services, the Associated Press, the International News 
Service, and the United Press. 


Worrying The Reds 


Psychological warfare is a vague term, comprising 
roughly the area between propaganda and shooting 
warfare. General Clark's offer of $50000 reward tor 
each enem y jet plane delivered in reasonably good 
flying condition is an exam ple of it. 


The offer Is m ade in handbills printed in Russian 
and dropped where they will do the mast good. 
It 
promises asylum to pilots who comply, an extra $50,000 
for the first plane delivered, and anonym ity for pilots 
who wl>h it, 


If the offer accom plishes no more than forcing the 
Reds to tighten their security m easures, it will be 
worth while 
That would sow /suspicion among enem y 
pilots 
and 
m ight 
result 
in 
restrictions 
on 
their 
activities. And it could have other advantages. 


It Is believed that Russian pilot* have been operat­ 
ing in Korea, although concrete proof is lacking. This 
conjecture Is buttressed by the fact that the Reds 
have been extremely careful to operate only over their 
own territory, a* if they feared exposure if their planes 
were shot down over Allied territory. 
If a Russian 
pilot surrenders a plane, this will be proof of w hat 
is suspected. 


Rather than have the U. S obtain this proof, the 
enem y might quit stalling and agree to a cease-fire 
in Korea. This sort of psychological pressure m ight 
be more effective, and certainly would be less costly, 
than applying military pre. sure with the sam e aim. 
T he method is worth applying in the diplomatic 
field as well. It would not be feasible to offer a fiat 
sum 
to 
R ussia* 
satellites 
to 
follow 
Yugoslavia’s 
example and becom e independent of Moscow. 
But 
this country ha* nothing to lase by giving other Com ­ 
munist government* incentive.* to desert the Kremlin. 


If such a course accomplished nothing else, it 
would 
have the effect of keeping the enem y off 
balance 
And th a t us one of the m ain aims of psycho- 
l gical w arfare.

Attacks On Warts 


Warts 
are 
mysterious 
lesions 
and our knowledge of these blem­ 
ishes is composed of a mixture of 
science and superstition. We have 
reason to believe they arc caused 
by a 
filtrable virus that enters 
areas of the skin that have been 
dam aged 
t h r o u g h 
pressure, 
scratches, bumps, or bruises. The 
ugly looking mess that follows re­ 
sults from 
the peculiar way in 
which the skin acts toward the in­ 
truder. 
Superstition 
entered 
the 
picture through the folklore that 
w arts 
resulted from 
touching 
a 
frog or toad. 
The common wart is seen on the 
hands and fingers and. occasional­ 
ly, on the scalp. It is recognized 
as a 
pea 
sized 
growth 
with 
a 
horny 
top 
protruding 
from 
the 
surface 
approximately 
1 4 
inch. 
These w arts obtain their tattletale 
gray color in much the sam e way 
as do the neighbor's sheets—from 
ingrained dirt. The growths may 
be single or multiple and now and 
then coalesce to form large, un­ 
sightly plaques. The common wart 
is partial 
to children but other 
varieties have age preferences all 
their own. 


The plantar wart is made of the 
sam e basic m aterial as the com­ 
mon type except that pressure on 
the sole changes its appearance. 
The ball of the foot and the heel 
are favored and instead of pro­ 
jecting outward, the wart presses 
into the toughened skin of the sole 
and is surrounded bv callus. There 
is exquisite tenderness on walking 
and m ore pain is produced than by 
a nail or pebble in the shoe. A re ­ 
lated type, the mosaic wart, also 
selects 
the 
sole 
but unlike 
the 
plantar w art usually is not over a 
pressure point. The lesion often 
extends under the toes and behind 
the heels and paring discloses in­ 
dividual 
cores 
that 
im part 
th* 
mosaic 
pattern 
for 
which 
the 
condition is named. The ordinary 
plantar wart ooz.es when the lay­ 
ers are removed and after the 
blood is wiped away, the under 
surface is studded with brownish- 
black dots grouped together in a 
bundle. 
The filiform, or thread-like wart 
looks like a tiny flap of normal 
colored skin. It is found more fre­ 
quently on the eyelids, nostrils, 
and neck of older women. The 
digitate w art is slightly larger and 
protrudes from the surface like a 
m iniature finger. It is grayish in 
shade and is seen most often in 
the bearded areas in men. 


It is in treatm ent that science 
\ les m ore strongly with supersti­ 
tion. Suggestion is ancient as a 
lay rem edy but rarely was con­ 
sidered useful by the medical pro­ 
fession 
until 
approxim ately 
25 
y ears ago when the Swiss physi­ 
cian. 
Bruno 
Bloch, 
startled 
the 
medical 
profession 
by 
reporting 
cures by suggestion alone in 78 
per cent of 179 cases. Such results 
have been substantiated but the 
rationale 
is 
puzzling 
and 
never 
fails to intrigue dyed in the wool 
scientists 
who figure 
that 
most 
cures of this type occur only in 
old w arts; 
the original virus is 
dead and all that rem ains are bits 
of overgrown tissue. 
Removal by surgery, radiation, 
electrodesiccation, 
caustics, 
and 
carbon dioxide snow are scientific 
therapies that offer a high percen­ 
tage of cures. The aim* is to re­ 
move the lesion without leaving a 
scar. There are several internal 
rem edies 
which 
usually are re­ 
served for children. Here again, 
how much of the effect results 
from the drug and how much from 
suggestion*

That m ay be one reason 
why the secrecy orders from the 
White House and various govern­ 
m ent department* have m ade in­ 
formation tighter than ever.

It was 
press criticism that kept the strug­ 
gling .young republic going. Tho­ 
m as Jefferson in those days called 
John Marshall a “ crafty chief jus­ 
tice who sophisticates the law to 
his reasoning,” while the New York 
H erald 
once 
said 
the 
Suprem e 
Court deserved no m ore respect 
than a “majority of those congre­ 
gated in 
any 
Washington 
bar­ 
room .” * 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
once 
used 
these choice words in describing 
the Supreme Court’s doctrine of 
dem ocracy: “ As thin as the homeo­ 
pathic soup m ade by 
boiling 
a 
pigeon that had starved to d e a th ;” 
wtsile Judge Black of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Supreme Court called Chief 
Justice Taney “ a mush toad spot­ 
ted 
traitor 
to the 
Constitution” 
and a “ political turkey buzzard.” 
“ Shall he 
be perm itted.” Judge 
Black asked, "to vomit the filthy 
contents of his stomach on every 
decent man in the country without 
having his neck twisted?” 
This was some of the criticism 
which 
the m en who m ade 
this 
country hurled at the highest court 
of tile land. They had even strong­ 
er words for other people. Later 
Woodrow Wilson sum m ed up the 
generally accepted idea 
of gov­ 
ernm ent criticism in this language: 
“ We do not need less criticism, 
but more, it is hoped that criti­ 
cism will be constructive, but bet* 
ter unfair criticism than autocratic 
repression.” 
G I Mail 
Because it’s sometim es difficult 
for G I’s to criticize arm ed service 
inequities while in uniRirm, a lot 
of them have written to this colum­ 
nist. The column in turn has en­ 
deavored to take up some of these 
problems with the arm ed services 
and straighten them out. Here are 
some notes from the GI m ailbag: 
An Air Force Sergeant, Wheelus 
Field, Tripoli, Libya—“ We are liv­ 
ing in tents, eight men to a tent. 
The floor boards are covered with 
a fine layer of sand, our clothes 
are full of it, our beds and blan­ 
kets are full of it, and I just fin­ 
ished my Sunday dinner and it 
was full of it. It is very hot inside 
the tent, but a person c a n ’t open 
a door or lift a flap, because the 
sand will blow in your face and 
get in your eyes, ears, hair, down 
your neck and in your shoes. So 
we sit in the tent and sweat. ’The 
morale of the men in this wing is 
the lowest of any that I have ever 
seen. Enlisted men 
with 
m any 
years service are taking their dis­ 
charges. They are getting out of 
the Air Force any way possible. 
They don’t want to do this, but 
they are doing it in preference to 
staying here." 
Answer—I have investigated liv­ 
ing conditions at Wheelus Field, 
and unfortunately m ust report that 
you have understated your case. 
Conditions there are sub-human. 
It is not the fault of the Air Force, 
however, which has asked Con­ 
gress for the money to build venti­ 
lated barracks and even a swim-

Not A Happy Party 


WASHINGTON 
The 
Republican 
congressional 
leaders 
are 
frankly 
dissatisfied 
with President Eisenhower’s eight 
and a half billion dollar cut in the 
Truman budget. According to in­ 
disputable report, it was not at 
all a happy party at the White 
House when the new economy pro­ 
gram was unveiled for Sen. Taft, 
Speaker Martin and the others. 
For his part, the President must 
have 
been 
conscious 
of 
having 
taken enormous and really terrify­ 
ing risks, in order to slash defense 
and foreign aid spending so deeply. 
But "in the eyes of the congressional 
bigwigs*, the slash was not nearly 
deep enough. 
It w'ould not assure an immedi­ 
ately balanced budget. It would 
not give room for the kind of tax 
reductions Congress wants, especi­ 
ally for next year. It was still just 
a cut in a Trum an program , and 
not a brand new Eisenhower pro­ 
gram promising this country much 
more security at much less cost. 
Such was the litany of the leaders’ 
complaints, made somewhat sharp­ 
er by the vagueness that marked 
the presentation of the President’s 
plan. 
Several curious interesting lines 
of thought are suggested by this 
highly 
significant 
espisode. 
For 
example, it explains the agitation 
by Sen. Taft and others for a whole 
new set of Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
The 
present 
Joint 
Chiefs 
have 
failed to devise a national .security 
system with a bargain basem ent 
price tag. The conviction is firmly 
held that such a system is some­ 
how feasible 
1 hence the dem and 
for

"Eisenhower 
program ” *.

achieve this miracle, then we must 
get some new ones. 
Uncomfortable ( holer Ahead 
This is the current mood. The 
existence of this impatient mood 
in turn speaks volumes about the 
future relation between the P res­ 
ident and the Congress. 
The 
President 
has 
stated 
his 
theory of the right way to deal 
with 
the 
Congress 
in 
simple 
language—“ I speak my piece, and 
then it’s up to them .” It is of 
course constitutionally correct that 
the 
President 
proposes 
and 
the 
Congress disposes. But the Eisen­ 
hower phrase, 
“ then 
it’s up to 
them .” indicates wide tolerance of 
any 
disposition 
Congress 
mav 
choose to make. “ H arm ony” is to 
be pursued ax an end in itself. 
Of course if you want harm ony
